RETURN OF HEALTH 


‘Chief Justice Yields to 
Family Urging and Will 
Enter Washington Hos- 
pital To Recuperate. 


* 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—()— 
Chief Justice Taft has decided to di- 
rect all his efforts toward the rezuper- 
ation of his strength during the next 
few weeks. 

He is in a weakened physical con- 
dition} due to a recurrence of the 
bladder trouble for which he was treat- 
ed several years ago. 

With much protest, he finally yield- 
ed to the importunities of his family, 
| his physician and his associates of the 
supreme court, and will go into Gar- 
field hospital here for treatment. It 
is expected that within a week he will 
_be sufficiently relieved to go to 
ville, N. C., where he will rest. 

Last June, in a weakened condition 
caused by the high tension under 
which he had been pushing the work 
of the supreme court, he went to 
Cincinnati to visit his brother, Charles 
P, Taft, who died last week. He ov- 


ertaxed his strength on the trip, and! 


was forced to undergo hospital treat- 
ment before starting for Murray Bay, 
Canada, for the summer. 

He was wheeled to his train in a 


chair after taking hospital treatment | 


and was hopeful that summer's rest 
would restore his strength. In that, 
however, he was disappointed. 

He suffered a slight accident while 
at Murray Bay which aggravated an 
already weakening nervous condition. 
He came to Washington to attend the 
conference of circuit judges early in 
October to accelerate the clearing up 
of business in federal courts through- 
out the country. Then he took up his 
own court work. Although Mr, Taft 


igradually grew weaker he refused to; 
'take a rest and attended every Session | 


of the court until it went into a recess 
early in December. 

Last week he insisted on attending 
his brother's funeral in Cincinnati. 
against the advice of his physician 


and the urgent requests of his asso- 
ciates on the court. His strength 
was further taxed because of the close 
bond that had existed between them. 

When the chief justice returned to 
Washington on Saturday he went di- 
rectly from the station to the confer- 
ence room of the court and for sev- 
eral hours worked on court cases. 
Yesterday he reluctantly yielded to 
the advice to take hospital treatment 
and rest. He did not come to the 
regular court session today and will 
remain free from court work in the 
hope that by doing so he will more 
quickly recover his strength. 

The family of Mr. Taft, his physi- 
cian and his associates on the court 
expressed confident belief that, with 
the hospital treatment and rest, he 
would soon be able to resume his offi- 
cial duties. 

Those most intimately familiar with 
his exact condition today said they be- 
lieved the trouble would respond 
quickly to treatment, as it did be- 
fore. They predicted that, after he 


obtains relief he will be able to build | 


up his nervous system and _ return 
once more to the court. 

One of his closest associates on the 
court expressed the opinion that the 
chief justice would close the present 
term of the court in June with as large 
a volume of business to his credit 


as he had last year.

appointed as his successor,. but had 
not been confirmed, each appeared and 
claimed the right to participate, hed 
been settled. 

“At the May meeting Dr. Hardin 
and Mr. Arnow had voted to make 
Mr. Arnow chairman of the board and 
Mr. Twitty game and fish commis- 
sioner.

“When later in the year I learned 
that the controversy was about to 
become acute again, I submitted to a 
number of the ablest lawyers in the 
state the question as to who was the 
lawful member of the board: at the 
Mav meeting—Dr. Hardin or Mr. 
Finley. Without any disagreement 
among them they all advised me that 
the supreme court had definitely set- 
tled the question in the case of 
Shackleford vs. West, which involved 
the judgeship of the city court of 
Athens and that Dr. Hardin had the 
legal right to vote at that meeting 
and that Mr. Finley had not. 

Decision of Court. 

“Tt seems that in that case the 
supreme court had held that a va- 
'cancy in office does not occur by the 
‘expiration of the term, but that the 
‘old officer should continue to exer- 
|cise the duties of the office until his 
| successor was not only appointed but 
‘confirmed by the senate; that such 
'an appointee has no right to fill any 


'duty of the office until his appoint- | 


|}ment is confirmed. 
“The supreme court held that while 
the governor may appoint in case of 
a vacancy and the appointee may act 
until the senate passes on the ap- 
pointment, that this does not apply 
where the former officer continues to 
hold over: for in such a case there is 
no vacancy. It takes death, resig- 
nation or removal to create a vacancy 
to which the governor may appoint 
without confirmation by the senate— 
so I am told the supreme court held 
in that case. It was under this rul- 
ing that Mr. Holder continued to hold 
over as chairman of the highway 
board for two years, when the senate 
refused to confirm any of the persons 
appointed as his successor. 
“Believing, therefore, that Mr. 
Gregory has never been elected state 
game and fish commissioner, I could 
not recognize him as such without 
violating my oath of office. If Mr.

5. FARM BOARD 
TELS COTTON MEN 
10 CUT ACREAGE 


Cannot Protect Farmers 
Who Deliberately Over- 
plant—Must Raise Own) 
Food and Seed Crops.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6.—Coinci- 
dent with its plans for completing or- 
ganization this month of the giant 
cotton marketing corporation, head- 
quarters for which may be established 
in Atlanta, the federal farm board to- 
day moved in a new direction toward 
aiding southern farmers in securing 
better prices for their cotton crop 
during the current year. 

In a formal statement issued after 
a study of last year’s crop and mar- 
ket operations, the board strongly 
urged southern farmers to curtail 
their cotton acreage this spring. The 
board’s statement is unique in that it 
throws the full force of the federgl 
government's influence behind a move- 
ment that has long been agitated in 
the cotton belt, though not always 
with material success—the reduction 
of acreage as a means of preventing 
overproduction. 

Viewed in the light of the board's 
plans to organize the $30,000,000 cot- 
ton marketing agency, which will be 
held here January 9, today’s statement 
indicates that a genuine effort will be 
made to stabilize the cotton produc- 


ing industry of the south and remove 
as far as possible some of the disas- 
treus price fluctuations which have 
characterized the past. In making 
publie the appeal to southern plant- 
ers, board officials indicated: that -the 
same policy would be adopted with re- 
spect to producers of other iniportant 
agricultural commodities.

The defense of Williams will be 
that he did not torture “Tut,” as 
has been charged, but that he hit 
the dog accidentally with a rock while 
trying to scare away several dogs 
fighting in his drive-way, and that 
he later dispatched the animal with 
an ax when he saw that it was suf- 
fering and could not: recover, Wil- 
liams said Monday.

today. 

In referring to the return of Ja- 
pan to the gold standard he said his 
countryme. and especially banking 
interests were grateful to the United 
States for quick response in making 
large loans, which enabled Japan to 
stabilize her currency on the geld 
basis. 

Great strides, he said, had been 
made in Japan in the cotton busi- 
ness, about half of her imports of 
the staple being from the United 
States. 

Mr. Kobayashi’s study of world 
banking, he said, does not persuade 
him there is a likelihood of any radi- 
cal change in financing of large proj- 
ects, but feels rather that in spite 
of flares and rumors from time to 
time and their consequent fluctuation 
force, the closer relation of interna- 
tional banking system is solving a 
problem that will reflect itself in the 
indus¢rial and commercial world in 
aiding progress and increased pros- 
perity. 

Regarding the solution of over- 
crowded countries, the banker said he 
thought the world would gradually 
swerve to what he called the vertical. 

“We are now living almost wholly 
in the horizontal,” he pointed out,

It is to arrange an _ itinerary for 
Green to visit “strategic” cities m 
the south for the purpose «f address- 
ing mass meetings and to initiate ac- 
tual organization work. 

During the day presidents of the 
southern federations of labor made 
addresses outlining the necessity for 
immediate organization.

“With reference to the dairy farm, 
I am heartily in favor of carrying 
on so far as it applies to cultivating 
the farm and raising such products 
as are needed at the farm and at 
Grady hospital and Battle Hill sani- 
tarium.

Water Department. 
“The water department has con- 
cluded another excellent year, both 
from the standpoint of operation and 
finances. Total pumpage of water 
amounted to eleven billion, three hun- 
dred eighty-six million, six hundred 
and thirty-seven gallons, or an aver: | 
age of 31,196,266 gallons per day. The 
heaviest months of pumpage were 
July, August and December. 

“Receipts from the water works de- 
partment aggregated $1,887,419, with 
an operating and maintenance cost 
of $502,534, leaving gross earnings of 
$1,574,884. After deducting amounts 
paid as interest on water works bonds 
of $164,195, and after setting aside 
$168,021 in sinking fund account to 
retire bonds, there was left a net 
earning of $1,042,668. 

“It is interesting and agreeable to 
note that while the pumpage for 1929 
was in excess of any previous year, 
operating and maintenance cost was 
less than the previous year. 

“There was invested in the water 
works plant last year from ordinary 
funds $84,606. and from bond issue

Financial Crisis Faced. 

“My motive in giving my opinion 
on this subject is that we are facing 
a financial crisis at this time, and it 
is my duty and that of every member 
of council to guard against anything 
that would hurt the financial stand- 
ing of our city. 

“At present our bonds are sought 
after by all banking concerns and 
bond buyers of the country and sell 
as high, if not higher, than the same 
kind of bonds of any other city in the 
United States. Let’s keep it so. 

“The departments without single 
exception, as far as I have been able 
to learn, made good showing in 1929. 
Harmony in the departments prevailed 
to a degree that is very pleasing to 
me, Giving credit where credit is due, 
the harmonious and efficient work of 
employes of the various. departments 
accounted very largely for whatever 
success the administration was able 
to achieve last year. 


_ “The construction department, with 
its branches of sewers, bridges, pris- 
on and dairy farm, and municipal fly- 
ing field, accomplished a vast deal of 
work.

Pecu- 
liac qualifications of wisdom, firm- 
ness, patience and diplomacy, are 
needed by those who serve as tax 
assessors, and I believe our three as- 
sessors possess those qualities to a 
successful degree. I appreciate the 
way in which they discharge their 
duties and their courteous method of 
dealing with the public. The records 
of the tax office are kept in an- up- 
to-date manner. 

Collector and Marshal. 

“The allied offices of tax collector 
and marshal are doing their work 
with promptness and thorough dis- 
patch. With all collections passing 
through the tax collector’s office this 
department does an enormous volume 
of business. The marshals office, 
charged with the duty of collecting 
delinquent taxes, also performs a 
heavy volume of transactions. 

“During 1929, under supervision of 
the electrical department, Atlanta ex- 
panded her street lighting system by 
the installation of whiteways on 
streets in several sections and re- 
placing of overhead lights with larg- 
er lamps in other districts. Seven 
hundred and ten whiteway poles were 
installed along main thoroughfares. 

“I am informed that these additions 


to the lighting system will add about 
$56,000 to Atlanta’s electric light bill 
this year. The total for electric light 


,current this year will be somewhat in 


excess of $300.000. Our electric bill 
has become a_ tremendously heavy 
item. : 

“Bright illumination adds to the 
city's appearance, but I think we 
should now call a halt on further 
whiteway extensions, at least until 
the city’s finances are substantially 
increased.

“Our school department is heaviest 
in its demands upon the treasury. We 
are spending more money for educa- 
tion of the children of Atlanta than 
for any other cause. This is as it 
should be. Our children are our 
greatest asset. There is nothing that 
should take precedence over proper 
education of our youth. For several 
years Atlanta has exceeded the liber- 
ality fixed by charter for support of 
our public school system.

Grand-Daughter of Napoleon 


Only Direct Descendant of Corsican Is Retired School Teacher 


Found Living in Tiny Cottage

PARIS, Jan. 6.—(United News.) 
The granddaughter of Napoleon Bon- 


| apaitte, fi igen

been discovered living in a tiny cot- 
tage, squeezed in among factories and 
truck gardens, in a suburb of Varis. 

She is Madame Mesnard Leon, a 
retired school-teacher, credited with 
being the only direct living descendant 
of the famous Corsican. All Bonaparte 
princes alive today are lescended from 
Napoleon’s brothers. Madame Leon is 
the daughter of the celebrated Count 
Leon. who was born in Paris Decem- 
ber 13. 1806, the son of the Hm- 
peror Napoleon and Eleanore De La 
Plaigne, a lady of the imperial court. 

“The news of my father’s birth was 
received by Napoleon at Pultusk, Po- 
land, when he was preparing the cam- 
paign that culminated in the victory 
of Friedland,” said Madame Leon in 
a press interview. “Napoleon was al- 
ready thinking of divorcing the child- 
less Empress Josephine, so you can 


bestowed the last half of his name on 
his child, calling him Count Leon. 
The child grew up to play a colorful 
role in the social world of that time 


and gained a reputation as one of the 


foremost duelists of France. 

Madame Leon also revealed that 
her only son was killed in the World 
War at Rheims in 1917 at the age of 
91. This is the first indication that 
a direct descendent of Napoleon took 
part in the World War. 

Reverting to the fantastic tales 
which have been circulated about her 
father, Count Leon, she said, “I want 
to correct a lot of false stories about 
my father. All sorts’ of things have 
been said about him by historians and 
others. They say he fought a 
with an aide-de-camp at Wellington 
and killed him, but they never gave 
the reason. All these stories of his 
bloody duels and wild adventures ire 
untrua,

STATE PURCHASES 
FARM OF 400 ACRES 
NEAR GRACEWOOD 


The purchase of a 400-acre farm 
near Augusta. for the use of the state 
school for mental defectives at Grace- 


wood, was announced Monday by Dr. 
T. F. Abercrombie, state health com- 
missioner. 

The property is that known as the 
Circular Court farm. It is located 
about three miles from the Gracewood 
school, 

Dr. Abercrombie did not state the 
amount of the consideration paid, but 
said that the city of Augusta was to 
spend $15,000 for water mains to the 
site and that the Augusta chamber 
of commerce would contribute $5,000 
in cash for the renovation of the 
present buildings. 

The acquisition of the property, Dr. 
Abercrombie said, is a step of vast im- 
portance to the school, as it will 
allow the state to go ahead with a 
constructive program. Demands for 
the school’s facilities have far out- 
grown its capacities, he said, and it 
has become necessary to expand.

For Georgia the report indicates 
that the number of sows farrowing 
in the fall of 1929 showed a decrease 
of 12 per cent from the previous fall 
and 3 per cent from the spring of 
1929.

Sows bred or to be bred for 1930 
spring farrowing in Georgia show an 
increase of 25 per cent over the num- 
ber reported as having farrowed dur- 
ing the past spring. If the relation- 
ship between breeding intentions re- 
ported in December and actual far- 
rowing reported the following spring 
is similar to other years the above 
increases will indicate a spring pig 
crop of 1930 slightly greater than the 
spring crop of 1929. 

The fall pig crop as shown by the 
tabulation of reports from some 65,- 
000 farmers was practically the same 
as in 1928 for the United States as a 
whole. In the corn belt states, how- 
ever, the fall pig crop was about 4 
per cent larger. Decreases in most 
regions outside the corn belt, but 
especially in the south, offset the 
increase in the corn belt. This sur- 
vey was made in co-operation with 
the postoffice department through the 
rural mail carriers.

Some of our more serious thinkers are in fayor of abolishing the paid 
college athletic coach, seeing therein a remedy for the so-called evils of 


the game. 


A calm analysis of the situation as exists today would find a great 


deal of evidence tending to support 
would be put on a non-paying basis 


a plan whereby the college teachers 
if the coach is to be so restricted, 


Both the coach and the professor is teaching the young idea how to 


shoot. 
Straightest. 

Popular tradition is behind the pro- 
fessor. The professor has come down 
to us with a haze of romance which 
surrounded him in the old school days 
when the curricula of the nation were 
modeled after the classic ones to be 
found in England. 

BATTLE SIGHTS. 


That was the time when the sights 
were just peep sights. They aimed at 
Latin, Greek, law, mathematics, the 
ministry and the profession of teach- 
ing. Since that time the sights have 
been made into battle sights and a 
whole mess of things have been in- 
cluded into the curricula of our col- 
leges. 

And I doubt that the averzge 
college professor is doing as much 
to earn his salt as the average 
football coach. The average col- 
lege usually has one professor 
whom the boys swear by. He 
stands out in a throng of de- 
hydrated thinkers and _ teachers. 
There may be as many as two in 
one college but rarely more. The 
others go along year after year 
in the same old way with the 
same old refrain, turning out a 
product which is as much alike 
mentally as so many wash tubs. 


Dr. Bradford Knapp, president of 
Auburn, defended the college football 
player at the recent conference meet- 
ing in Baton Rouge. “I find that the 
football player, when he gets out of 
college, usually makes a very good 
man,” he said. “They are usually very 
fine citizens. There are some poor 
ones as in all groups but I think that 
our football players are very fine 


boys.” 
PROOF. 

The doctor's statement was some 
proof, at least, that the football 
coaches are teaching the — idea 
they have to deal with to shoot rather 
straight. 

Crimes committed by college 
students rarely come from the 
ranks of the athletes. They may 
be dumb, as the various founda- 
tions strive to prove, but they do 
get enough teaching iv discipline, 
the rights of the other fellow and 
the value of obeying the rules of 
things to struggle along in a very 
decent sort of fashion. 

There is ample evidence, of course, 
to show that the professors are teach- 
ing the young idea how to get along 
but there is not enough of it to set 
up the athletic coach as a sinister fig- 
ure in college life. 

WHY NOT? 

There seems to be no good reason 
why the professor should be paid if 
the coach is not. The idea advanced, 
of course, was that the professor 
aid a bit more for his teaching and 
be sent out to coach the athletic 
teams. Which is but a subterfuge. 

The idea advanced some time 
ago that the college professor who 
flunks a large number of his 
class be fired if the football coach 
is to be fired for losing games, 
met with some response. The col- 
lege professor who flanks his men 
has admittedly failed to interest 
them in their work and to teach 
it te them well enough for them 
te grasp the subject. He has 

failed as much as the football

the greatest of our all-around athletes, for there was no game that he 
could not play well, excepting, perhaps, the game of living, which, while 
it is a highly important game, is not at all a test of athletic ability. , 

Jim Thorpe was of the Sac and Fox tribe but, as the name 
indicates, there was somewhere in the family tree an ancestor who 
came from the Kerry or the Wicklow mountains, or who deve!- 
oped some of the ficetness that Jim showed, through trotting over 
the bogs of Ireland. But the most of him was Sac and Fox. 
Certainly, Jim Thorpe was a many-sided athlete. He was a member 

of the greatest Carlisle football team that Warner ever coached. He 
played baseball well enough to have lasted for a few seasons with the 
New York Giants. He played basketball, although he thought that this 
game was somewhat effeminate. In football some of the experts still 
hold that he was the greatest back of all time, which of course, is merely 


a matter of opinion. ‘ 
PERFECT ATHLETE. 
In the Olympic games of 1912 Jim Thorpe won the decathlon and the 
pentathlon, two events that test all of the athletic ability of the con- 
testants. These events call for everything that is in a runner, speed, 
Strength and co-ordination of mind and muscle. A decathlon man cannot 
get anywhere unless he has all of these qualifications. Thorpe had them 
all and to a superlative degree. 

The winning of the decathlon and the pentathlon at Copen- 
hagen had them all declaring that Jim Thorpe, the Sac and Fox 
Indian, was without doubt the greatest athlete in the world. The 
fact that he was a native Indian made him all the more colorful 
and wonderful a figure. Theodore Roosevelt, then president of 
the United States, cabled long messages of congratulation. The 
king of Denmark lavished honors on Jim Thorpe and, of course, 
they beat the tom-toms and what not in the lodges of the Sac 
and Fox. 

Thorpe took it all with the stoicism of his tribe.

Thorpe 
took the ball, made a motion as though to punt, then bent low and 
Started to run. Worming and twisting he got through the charging line 
of opponents, straightened out and, eluding the secondary defense, ran 
the length of the field for a touchdown. 

The last that | heard of Thorpe was in a brief dispatch saying that he 
had signed to plav baseball with the team of Shelby, Mont., which town 
is close to the Blackfeet Indian reservation.

It is perfectly true that the stream of students that flows 
into a college carries with it a proportion of Outstanding athletes that 
is by no means uniform, less and less so the more outstanding the indi- 
viduals, Just as not every class contains a future president of the United 
States. Still Yale and Harvard have been generally well matched in 
intelligence and personnel, drawing both students and faculty from the 
same type of people, even from the same schools. 1 think it highly 
probable that if the men who played football at Yale had gone to Har- 
vard, and those who played at Harvard to Yale, but leaving the ‘system’ 
at each college the same as it was during the ’70s and ’80s, the results 
would have been about the same as history declares. The organization 
of groups on a given basis for any purpose is not easily changed, and 
if one group is more efficient than another it is likely to remain that 
way for a long time; the organization that is ahead learns as fast as one 
that is behind and thus stays ahead, and this ‘momentum’ persists fre- 
quently after the man who created it or contributed most of it has dis- 
appeared. In such a case it requires usually something of a genius to 
set an interior organization to learning fast enough to catch up to and 
pass the superior one. 

“While this principle of group momentum displays itself in 
sports, it is far more pronounced, of course, in other things. For 
instance, Detroit excels in producing automobiles and Los Angeles 
motion pictures. Who can think of any good reason why Chi- 
cago should not make automobiles as well as Detroit, or San Fran- 
cisco make pictures as well as Los Angeles—that is, in the general 
nature of things. But now that things are established as they 
are, who thinks it at all likely thatethey will ever do so?
